Making a plaster oast of the hum! is 
a simple and easy process, and one 
which requires only ('¡ire and a little 
patience to attain a perfect result. 
The hand or other object to be east is 
thoroughly greased. 
Vase lino is the 
best for tins purpose, as it is ft little ! 
gummy and sticks well. Plaster of pans 
is mixed to ¡i batter consistency and a 
little color added (indigo will do), the 
object laid in position and the batter 
poured over it and allowed to harden. 
When the matrix or mold is set tho 
hand is wriggled out, plain white plas­ 
ter baitter poured in, after the mold lev s 
been thoroughly greased, and when this 
white tilling is hardened the mold is 
broken away, the difference in color as- j 
mating one to see what must come off. 
As to the maimer of making casts: 
Do not take a hand flat and stiff. Grease 
a cloth, push it up into graceful folds, 
lay the hand upon it in an easy posi­ 
tion, disposing the fabric under any : 
bent knuckle so that there will be as j 
little us possible of what the carvers 
call “ under cutting ,” which would 
make the mold hard to get off. 
Oasts, however, need not lie limited 
to hands. 
A daring amateur may ¡it 
tempt a life mask if she cun find a cour- ! 
ageous subject willing to submit to her 
experiments. 
In this ease the eyebrows and lashes 
must be thoroughly greased, as well as , 
the skin of the face, and the hair cov- i 
ered, so t hat no plaster call possibly reach 
and adhere to if. 
T h e subject is laid upon her back, a 
couple o f goose quills fix ed in the nos­ 
trils for her t<* breathe through, and she 
is told to relax her fe a tu re s to a calm 
expression and k eep |H*rfoctly still until , 
the mold hardens. 
These easts have to bo finished and 
touched up a little after t h e y are taken 
with ¡i sharp knife or chisel, and any ! 
roughness there may be smoothed away 
with line sandpaper. Then, mounted on 
| a square of dark rod or old blue plush, j 
they are handsome wall ornaments, as j 
well as the most faithful of all por 
traits.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

T h ere is a m an born now and th en 
w ith a sort of h um orous sliver spoon in 
h is mouth . U ninterrupted ¿rood fortune 
as a h um orist smiles on h im th rough 
life, and th at, too. w ith no seeming 
effort of h is own. He some h ow acquires 
an early r* puiatiou fur suy ing or doing 
funny th ings, wh ich , once gained, noth ­ 
ing can take away. A ll th e jokes in h is 
line of h is generation, and often some 
of earlier and lut*r generations, are 
credited to h im , and nobody cares to 
dispute th e h onor. 
Collectors of jokes 
are ready to accept Joe M iller as Joe 
M iller, but no literary sch olar believes 
th a t h e oiiginated all th e jests in h is 
alleged book. 
Anybody can th ink for 
h im self of tw o or th ree sim ilar examples 
in th e present h alf century, and, even 
so, it is not. likely th a t Joh n Stetson 
ever really said all or h alf th e am using 
th ings th a t were 
attribute d to h im. 
T h ey w ere good stories, some of th em, 
and th ey w ere told of Stetson, just as 
th e story of fiddling w h ile Iioine burned 
w as told of Nero, not because th ey were 
true, but to sh ow w h a t kind of m an 
Stetson was. 
T h e stories w h ich it w as th ough t 
prope r to fix upon Joh n Stetson were 
th ose w h ich exh ibited any bread, com ­ 
preh ensive and picturesque ignorance, 
lit* was an ignorant m an no doubt— ig ­ 
norant enough , perh aps, to say all th e 
th ing s th a t it w as ever said th at h o 
said, but th e ch ances are th a t h e did 
not say th em all. 
But th e stories are 
none th e w orse for th at. 
Yt ars ago 
Soph ocles’ “ CEdipus T y ra nnus” 
was 
played by th e stud» nts of H arvard col­ 
it ge and excited great comment th roug h ­ 
out th e o untry. 
It was discussed one 
evening at a dinner at w h ich Stetson 
w as pre-ant, and h e ch eered th e com ­ 
pany by announcing th a t la h ad con­ 
tracted w ith Soph ocles for th e w riting 
of a new play tub e produced by h im 
th e follow ing season. 
Th is story belongs in th e same class 
as a 
som ew h at more elaborate one. 
Stetson once took possession ot a new 
tlu ater and discovered in th e lobby a 
picture th at did not meet Ids artistic 
taste. 
“ Take th at picture (tow n,’’ lie 
said. 
“ But, Mr. S tetson,” somebody re­ 
m onstrated, “ th at picture w as painted 
by Mich ael Angt lo. ” 
“ M ich ael wh o?” said Stetson. 
“ M ich ael Angelo. ” 
“ Well, take it dow n,” said Stetson, 
“ and disch arge Angelo. 
I w on't h ave 
any of 
th ese foreign scene painters 
around m y th eater; I'm going to i m- 
ploy Americans. ” 
T h is so amused th ose w h o h eard it 
th a t th ey at once told th e* incident to 
friends of Stetson and th emselves, and 
am ong 
th em was Jack 
H ave rly , 
th e 
fam ous negro minstre l manager. 
H av­ 
erly did not laugh w h en lie h eard it, 
but sim ply looked puzzled. 
He th ough t 
for a few mom ents, and th en a faint 
sm ile came* into h is face, and he* said, 
“ Oh , yes, 1 see- th ere* a in’t 110 such per­ 
son as Mich ae l A ngelo!” 
T h is answ er was th ough t good enough 
to take back to Stetson, w h o, it w as as­ 
sumed, m ust h ave taken pains in th e 
m eantim e to inform h im self of th e h is­ 
tory of a rt sufficiently to understand it. 
“ W h at do you th ink, Stetson?” said h is 
friend. 
“ W e h ave told Jack H averly 
w h at you said about M ich ael Angelo, 
and h e said, ‘Oh , I see; th ere* a in’t no 
such person as M ich ael Ange lo!’ ” 
Stetson lex iked blank in h is turn f or a 
m om ent and th en received h is own little 
illum ination as to th e h um or of th e 
th ing. 
“ Wh y, th e ignorant old fool,” 
h e said; “ of course- he* ough t to h ave 
said, ‘Th ere isn’t any such person as 
M ich ael A ng elo.’ ” 
T h is story again recalls anoth e r w ith 
u sim ilar touch in it. 
Th e conversation 
once turned on a eh ver passage in SV. 
J 
Florence’s old play, “ Th e M igh ty 
Dollar, ” in w h ich Bardw ell riloat ex­ 
pos. •> h is ignorant * by re ferring to a 
h ackm an w lr s 1 be bad e mount* red in 
Venice. 
“ Ye1- . ’ steal Steison, “ th a t is 
cleve r . <J ceur-e th v e: .n’t h ave- h acks 
ill Venice*; it'; each a slow p la c e th * y 
< 11 »u t h ave any th ing but omnibuses and 
mule- carts. 
Tins t.iule found its w ay 
into print again e nlv a few we-eks be- 
fore M r Stetson s d 
tie 
“ Wh at do you th ink of So-and-so?” 
Stetson asked of a friend, nam ing one 
of th e- actors of h is company, lie- m eant 
to ask w h at h is friend th oug h t of th e 
w ay th e actor was playing th e pa rt in 
w h ich lie* was tlie-11 engaged, but th e 
friend supposed th at h e m eant to ask 
w h at m anner of m an h e th oug h t h im. 
So h e answered, “ H e ’s well enough , 
only h e seems to me to be a little too 
pedantic. ” 
T h is struck Stetson as a pood word, 
and h e stored it up in h is mem ory for 
future use. 
A few’ days later, w h en h e 
m et th e actor, h e said, “ I was in front 
w atch ing you last nig h t and th ough t 
you didn’t play th at part quite as pe­ 
dantic as you usually do.” 
Som etim es Mr. Stetson’s expressions 
am ounted to epigrams. 
It w ill be re ­ 
mem bered th at w h en G ilbert and Sulli­ 
va n’s “ Th e G ondoliers” w as first done 
in th is country at tlie* N ew P ark th eater, 
now th e H erald Square, it was a dread­ 
ful failure, lr w as clearly and obvious­ 
ly so to anybody wh o saw any coiisid* 
-ruble purr < f it, even if h e were ordi­ 
na rily a bad judge of such th ings, and 
Stetson was not a bad judge 
H- h ad se­ 
cured th e righ t-- to tin- op ra for New* 
England, and h e h ad paid a good deal of 
money for th em.

P ark Oil th e first nigh t to see and h ear 
w h at h is property looked and sounded 
like. A fter th e first act in str*.*!** out into* 
th e lobby and somebody In. ard h im mut 
t e r : “ ‘Gondoli rs?’ ‘Gondoliers?’ H ’m!

w h ich , insomuch as th e h abits are eon- 
c* 'Tied, is found iu tin-A m erican cow 
bird. 
Th e eggs of th e* European cuckoo vary 
more in size and color (m arkings) th an 
th e eggs of .any oth er bird. 
Th ese eggs 
are rem arkable in th eir form, th e w eigh t 
of - th e sh ells and th *- th ickness and 
h ard! ■ -s of th e sh ells. T h e eggs laid in 
th e nests of' two kinds of birds (Ituti- 
cilla ph ieuicurus and F ring illu mouti- 
fringilla) are nearly alw ays like th e 
eggs of tin* foster parents. Furth erm ore, 
im itations art* also common in nests of 
four oth er varieties, but art* never found 
in several spirits. 
It sem is from tins 
th at tin* cuckoo h as th e power of laying 
eggs of a certain color or size resem ­ 
bling th ose of th e duped foster parents, 
in at least some instances. Most cuckoo« 
lay th eir eggs iti nests of some pa rtic u­ 
lar sp ecies of bird, th e red h r* asts or 
reed w arbler, for 
instance. 
Cuckoos 
ch ange to oth er varieties of nests only 
w h en th ey cannot find th ** accustom ed 
ones, and th ey come to one district year 
after year.

1 rn <loin From ¡serfdom. 
One of t he best known banking houses 
af St. Petersburg and the on« to w hich 
most American visitors to Russia curry 
letters of credit is that of M« ssrs. Shal- 
ounino & S« ms, t 1j*■ founder of which, 
father of the present head of the firm, 
owed his liberation from serfdom, 15 
years Ik*fore the decree of emancipation, 
to a barrel of oysters. 
Old Sha lounine 
w a s a serf belong ing to Count She- 
remeti(‘lf, one of tin* wea lthiest nobles in 
Russia. 
He had frequently entreated 
the count to g rant him his freedom, of­ 
fering him as much as $300,000 for the 
boon. 
But money wa s no object to th« * 
count, and it gratified his pride to feel 
tha t one of the* leading bankers of the 
empire wa s one of his serfs, unable to 
marry either his sons or his daughters 
w it bout his ma ster’s consent-. Moreover, 


uh serf, tin* banker wa s liable to have 
bis money seized and confiscated any 
moment by the count, since everything 
that In longed to a serf, including his 
wife, children and pr« >]Kirty, belonged 
ip.-n faeto to his master. 
One day Shalounin« *, who had just 
that very morning returned to tin* enpi- 
tal from Od« ssa, called at the Shcre- 
nu tietl palace for the purpose of report 
m g Ins arrival, as in duty hound to his 
owner. 
He had brought w ith him a 
barrel of delirious Crimean oysters for 
presentation t«» the count, but h it them 
in his carriage at the pal ace door until 
he should have obtained bis m a sters 
intima tion that his g ill was acceptable. I 
< in <*nt< ring t lie presence ot the count 
the hanker found him surrounded by a 
party of guests and engaged in berating 
his chief butler for neg lecting to pro­ 
vide oysters for tin* breakfast to which 
they were about Iosif down. The butler 
| wa s expla ining to the count that there 
Were no oyster« to be got, in tin* capital 
I a t that 
moment f« » r love or money. 
Ca tching sight of the serf banker tin* 
count excla im ed: 
“ Oh, it is thou again. Thou art come 
to pester me once more for thy libera­ 
tion! Thou knowest that it is useless. 1 
should not know what t*> <lo w ith thy 
money. But sta y , 1 will tell tb< e some­ 
thing. 
Get m<* some oysters for my 
breakfast, and thou shall have thy Iree- 
d om !” 
Shalounine bowed low, b*ft the room, 
fetched t he sma ll barrel of oysters which 
he had l« *ft in Ids carriage at the door, 
and laid it at the feet of his mast* r. 
As soon us the barrel had been opened 
the count called for a pen and pajK*r, 
wrote out a ihs laration ema ncipa ting 
both the hanker and his fa mily from 
serfdom, and then, bowing courteously 
to the man who but a moment before 
had been his slave , exclaimed, “ And, 
now, my dear Mr. 
Shulonnim— will 
y ou g ive us the pleasure ot your com 
puny at 
breakfast? 1 — New York I rib 
u lie.
